That is particularly true in 
Nevada, where about half the wild 
horses can be found and where pas- 
ture land for cattle ranchers is at a 
premium.

objective to the point the herds are 
increasing at the rate of 20 per cent a 
year and becoming nuisances in some 
places. That is particularly true in 
Nevada, where about half the wild 
horses can be found and where pas­ 
ture land for cattle ranchers is at a 
premium. 


Between 8,(1011 and 10,000 of these 
animals will have to be thinned from 
the herds annually .just to maintain 
the present population of about 60,000. 
But under the law the animals must 
be caught humanely without damage 
and those who succeed in capturing 
them may not saddle the horses or 
use them for any commercial pur- 
poses. They remain the property of 
the federal government. 


It is not easy to trap the animals 
and it is extremely doubtful that 
thousands of them could be removed 
annually from the herds 
in this 
manner. Even if they could be, the 
Nevada state director of the U.S. 
Bureau of Land Management es­ 
timates the cost would be between 
$300 and $400 per animal. 


That adds up to an annual cost of 
tetter than $2 million just to keep the 
herds 
thinned, 
without 
any 
con­ 
sideration of what to do with the 
captured animals under the law’s 
restrictions. Some cattle ranchers 
would not be disappointed if the 
surplus 
could 
be 
shipped 
to 
Washington and turned loose in the 
Capitol.

WASHINGTON - The uneasy 
coalition of segregationists and 
economic right-wingers which 
is meeting this week to form a 
new conservative movement 
seems to be engaging in the sort 
of madness usually identified 
with full moons. 


The newparty has nothing 
visibly going for it. It is setting 
out to destroy the Republican 
Party barely one week after the 
most solidly conservative GOP 
convention in modern history. It 
has no great national cause 
beyond the narrow goal of gain­ 
ing a bigger political voice for 
certain conservatives currently 
outside the Republican power 
structure. 


It has no national leadership 
of fame or charisma Its few 
well-known heroes, such as New 
York Sen Jam es Buckley and

tion in favor of the security of 
the 
established 
Republican 
Party. 


It is off to such a shaky 
beginning that the new coalition 
dares not assume a fresh title 
but will operate under the old 
banner 
of 
the 
American 
Independent Party, which har­ 
bors the remnants of George 
Wallace’s 
past 
presidential 
campaigns. It has no state or­ 
ganizations 
and 
must 
rely 
primarily on public relations to 
identify jxitential supporters. 


Its hard-core positions, as 
described, ap|x*ar incompatible 
with broad national approval — 
organizers oppose enforcement 
of civil rights laws, oppose a 
right to abortion even to save 
the life of the mother, any form 
of gun control, and any Federal 
assistance to giant corporations, 
even such bail-out operations as 
that for Lockheed. They favor 
far 
more 
massive 
defense 
s|>ending that the current bud­ 
get, which is the highest in 
modern peacetime, a rejection 
of the concept of detente, and an 
end of all Federal aid to educa­ 


tion. 


Despite the coalition’s free 
enterprise objections to Federal 
assistance for other special 
interests, however, it is not only 
willing but eager to qualify 
under the Federal Campaign 
Finance Act for taxpayers’ 
reimbursement of its expenses 
and 
funding 
for 
a 
19K0 
presidential (The party must 
win a minimum of 5 per cent of 
the national vote to be eligible.) 


Since this particular infant 
effort to end the two-party sys­ 
tem and force a a political 
realignment 
along 
strict 
ideological lines is so crazy, 
why am I wasting this column 
space writing about it? Because 
In politics you just never know . 


The potential for mischief in 
the 197H presidential campaign 
does exist. It is a political 
truism that in any given election 
if Mickey Mouse were on the 
iKillot thousands of people would 
vote for him. In other words, 
almost any cause or any in- 
di\ idual can attract some votes, 
simply by putting a name for­ 
ward.

A new research project at 


Michigan State 
university's 


department of food science and

unlocking the chemical secret of 
meat flavor by sampling natural 
chemical compounds extracted 
from meat. 


Under the direction of Prof. 


Albert Pearson, a selected panel 
of tasters will be tested for their 
sensitivity to meat flavor and 
trained to score taste and aroma 
— the two sensory components 
that combine to give us a 
"sense" of flavor. 


"More than 100 naturally oc- 


curring chemicals have already 
been identified in meat," Dr. 


Pearson said, "but we want to 
know which combinations of 
these compounds produce the 
best meat tastes." 


Meal flavor depends not only 


on the kinds of chemicals in the 
meat, Dr. Pearson said, but on 
the relative amounts of each one 
and the way our taste buds and 
olfactory sensors perceive the 
combination. 


Because the number of possi- 


ble combinations* is so large, 
testing all of them would be too 
expensive and time consuming. 


Taking a short-cut, Dr. Pear- 


son will test a relatively small 
series of chemical combinations 
and then use a sophisticated 
statistical technique and MSU's 
computer.to predict the best 
combinations. 


Dr. Pearson has used the 


same technique to successfully 
predict the tastiest combina- 


tions of salt and sugar in cured 
hams. 


"Once .we'understand what 


makes meat taste the way it 
does," he said, "we can use na- 
tural materials to improve the 
flavor of. meat and meat substi- 
tute" 


Current trends show that 


meat substitutes and meat ex- 
tenders — vegetable matter ad- 
ded to meat — will comprise 10 
per cent of the United States 
meat consumption by 1985, Dr. 
Pearson said. 


Americans really like meat, 


especially beef. 
7n 1950, the avfige American 
ate 70 pounds of beef per year. 
Today, the figure is about 114 
pounds per year and expected to 
increase. 


Dr. Pearson's research is

stitched up quickly if you arc 
willing to follow a few simple 
rules. 


You may not choose to make 


the double welt pocket, but if 
you do choose to add the pocket, 
the first thing to do would be to 
transfer the pocket markings 
with a contrasting 
basting 


thread. 


To save time, thread your 


machine with the thread you 
will be using to stitch your vest 
but put contrasting basting 
thread in the bobbin. Only the 
basting thread willshow up on 
the wrong side where it is 
needed. 


Now replace your bobbin 


thread with thread to match 
your vest. Stitch all darts in 
front and back of both inside 
and outside of vest. Now press 
them all at one time. If you are 
applying double welt fake 
pockets, follow the procedure 
outlined for bound button holes. 


On the printed side of the 


vest, press shoulder scams 
under five-eighths of an inch. I 
prefer to press this side under 
because later on you will have to 
slip stitch this area from the 
outside and the print fabric 
tends to hide the stitches. 


together with right sides facing, 
pin and stitch all the way 
around, stitch the armholes and 
the 
five-eighths-inch scam 


allowance that was pressed 
down on the shoulder. The 
openings at the shoulders are 
the only seams not stitched. 


It might be a good idea to use 


your pattern instruction sheet 
with the directions given here, 
because the pictures illustrated 
will help you to see more clearly 
what to do. 


But one thing your pattern 


instruction sheet will tell you, 
that may be omitted, is to leave 
an opening in the back of your 
vest so that the vest may be 
pulled through to the right side 
once it is sewed, then slip 
stitched together later. 


To save time, just sew it all 


completely. You can just as 
easily pull the vest to the right 
side 
through the 
opening

The reversible vest can be 
stitched up quickly if you are 
willing to follow a few simple 
rules. 


You may not choose to make 
the double welt pocket, but if 
you do choose to add the* |x>ckc*t, 
the first thing to do would be to 
transfer the pocket markings 
with

thread. 


To save time, thread your 
machine with the thread you 
will be using to stitch your vest 
but put contrasting basting 
thread in the bobbin.

"Bishop Baraga Day" among Upper Peninsula Roman Catholics. 

Bishop Charles 
Salatka, said Tuesday the day will include activities aimed at 
publicizing efforts to have Bishop Fredrick Baraga declared a 
Roman Catholic saint. Bishop Baraga, a native of Yugoslavia, 
came to northern Michigan in 1830, and worked there and in 
Wisconsin until his death in 1868. Efforts to-canonize the pioneer 
priest began in the 1930's. In 1972 Bishop Zalatka delivered a 
13-voiume history of Bishop Baraga to the Pope in Rome, but 
canonization is a lengthy procedure and no decision has yet been 
reached by high church officials. More than 1,000 Michigan and 
Wisconsin Catholics are expected to attend a Mass Sunday at 
Saint Peter's Cathedral in Marquette, where Bishop Baraga is 
buried.

township. The BPW tentatively awarded the contract lo the same 
firm in May and soM $9 million worth of bonds to finance the water 
project to John Nuveen & Co., Chicago, last month. 
' Robert Barnes, BPW director, said construction will begin 
sometime in September. Construction is being financed by Lake 
township with no state or federal aid. No sute or federal funds are 
available for water distribution systems and treatment plants ac- 
cording to the BPW. In adition lo the principal, Lake township will 


pay $4,691,812 in interest over the 22-year life of the bond issue. 
The bonds were sold at an interest rate of 6.3686 per cent.

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September Start Set 
For Lake Water Job

A $3,423,283 contract to expand Lake township’s water system 
was formally awarded Wednesday by the Berrien county board of 
public works (BPW). 


Woodruff & Sons Construction Co. of Michigan City received the 
contract for construction of 45 miles of distribution mains that will 
bring water and fire protection service to 90 per cent of the 
township. The BPW tentatively awarded the contract to the same 
firm in May and sold $5 million worth of bonds to finance the water 
project to John Nuveen & Co., Chicago, last month. 


Robert Barnes, BPW director, said construction will begin 
sometime in September. Construction is being financed by Lake 
township with no state or federal aid. No state or federal funds are 
available for water distribution systems and treatment plants ac­ 
cording to the BPW. In adition to the principal, Lake township will 


pay $4,651,812 in interest over the 22-year life of the bond issue. 
The bonds were sold at an interest rate of 6.3680 per cent. 


Payments were also made to contractors working on sanitary 
sewer proects in Niles city and township and the the Galien River 
Sanitary sewer system in New Buffalo city and township. Barnes 
said $1,039,110 was paid to two firms working in Niles township 
and $958,016 to four firms working in Niles city. 


Work is about 50 per cent complete on the Niles township project 
and about 25 per cent complete on the Niles city project, Barnes 
add(>d. The city system will cost $20 million and the township $13 
million. Construction on both projects is expected to take about 
two years. 


A total of $52,418 was paid to two contractors working on the New 
Buffalo city portion of the Galien River Sanitary Sewer system and 
$239,435 for the New Buffalo township portion. The Galien sewer 
project, which will cost $20 million, is expected to take two years 
to complete.

$1,010,000 cost estimate is very 
difficult because of the number 
of alternates included.

The supintendent did say, 
however, that plans to heat part 
of the school by solar power are 
no longer feasible in view of the 
bids.

Zulu Mobs Continuing Attacks 
On Other South Africa Blacks

An attack by Zulu tribesm en 
on m ilitants attem pting to en­ 
force a work boycott against 
white em ployers in Johannes­ 
burg touched off violence that 
spread rapidly Wednesday. 


The three-day strike protest­ 
ing the white governm ent’s 
racial policies began Monday, 
and there was no indication 
whether there would l>e any at­ 
tempt to extend it today. 


It was estimated that between 
40 and 60 per cent of the 250,000 
Soweto blacks who work in 
Johannesburg took part in the 
boycott. But the South African 
f¥ess Association said the con­ 
sensus among em ployers was 
that the strike had not crippled 
or seriously ham pered most 
companies. 


Violence escalated in Soweto 
after Zulu workers on Monday 
night reportedly killed seven 
m ilitants who harassed them 
when they returned from work. 


On Tuesday, a black mob set 


fire to a hostel for Zulu workers, 
and the Zulus arm ed them- 
selves with clubs, stones and 
short spears and went on a 
rampage. Blacks from other 
tribes struck back Wednesday. 
Fighting, arson and rape spread 
over much of the ghetto's 26 
square mik>s. 


Police Com missioner G ert 
Prinsloo said the Zulus “ have 
U rn harassed, attacked and 
had their homes burnt'd down. 
They are simply reacting to the 
liarm done to them .” 


The Rand Daily Mail reported 
that 20 corpses were found in 
Soweto. It said 13 of them had 


been hacked with mach-q etes. 


The police confirmed only 11 
deaths, raising to 262 the total 
confirmed dead in violence in 
South Africa's black townships 
since June 16. All but three were 
black.

Mayor Coleman Young took the 
city's war on youth crime to the 
airwaves Wednesday night, in a 
televised speech calling for 
community, police, state and 
federal help to fight a growing 
juvenile gang problem. 


"We're going to do it in the 


, streets, in the courtrooms and 
; in the jails," Young said. He 


urged the state to provide more 


. judges for the city's overflowing 


courts, long-term financial aid. 
and State Police to patrol De- 
troit freewayslyoung said the 
city would not have been able to

without "a phone call from the

and

Congress." President Ford in- 
tervened personally in a dispute 
between the city the U.S. Labor 
Department over use of federal 
funds to rehire policemen. 
Congress overrode Ford's veto 
of the public jobs bill. 
, Young called for more federal 
financial support for Detroit 
which he said would be used in 
part to help combat the gang 
problem. 


Young listed a series of steps 


the city has taken in response to 
gang violence that peaked at an 
Aug. 15 downtown rock concert; 
including a 10 p.m. teen curfew, 
increased downtown police pa- 
trols and tripled strength of the 
police Tactical Services Section. 


Nearly half of the 24-minute 


speech concerned the Detroit 


police department. Young said 
he would delay a planned reor- 
ganization in the department 
until he gets details of > federal 
investigation allegedly involv- 
ing top police officers and 
civilians. 


Young 
said 
he 
"deeply 


resents the cloud of suspicion" 
cast over the department by 
recent reports that its No. 2 
man. Executive Deputy Chief 
Frank Blount is a target of a 
federal probe into alleged drug 
payoffs. 


Young said he would "support 


the men and women of this 
department until hard charges 
replace rumors and allega- 
tions." A major thrust of the 
plan to curb the gang problem, 
he said, would be to "put more 
police in uniform and more 
police on the streets." 


He also called for a civilian 


police reserve force to "support 
the efforts of police and create 
confidence, security and trust in 
our neighborhoods." 


Young also demanded that 


Wayne County build a long- 
planned new county jail to ease 
inmate overcrowding. Voters 
approved a millage increase to 
fund a new jail earlier this year. 


He said he would ask « city 


businessmen to serve on a per-

council" to help stimulate new 
jobs.

Brumidi, a Roman cafe-owner 
who gained the title of "The 
Michelangelo of the U.S. Capi- 
tol." Romano published his 
findings in the latest issue of 
C'oncretezza, a cultural fort- 
nightly. 


Romano said the Vatican 


papers showed Brumidi was 
jailed and convicted because of 
his admitted involvement iu the 
looting of church property in 
Rome when anti-papal forces 
gained control of the city from 
IMS to 1849. Pope' Pius IX was 
forced to flee into exile to 
nearby Gaeta. 


The pontiff came back with 


the help of French troops that 
defeated the rebels who had 
hoped to shake off papal rule of 
the city and help unify Italy, 
then a group of separate states. 


Romano quoted one American 


biography 
as 
saying that 


Brumidi, a captain in the papal 
guard, was jailed when he 
refused to obey an order to fire 
on a crowd. He was then exiled 
after spending 14 months in jail. 


"The halo of victim of poli- 


tical persecution at the hands of 
the pope ... was quite a good 
plank to use in the new world," 
Romano said. 


Romano said Vatican papers 


showed Brumidi was jailed at 
the age of 45 on Feb. 4. 1851 on 
charges that as an officer of the 
people's militia in the rebellious 
city he led a patrol that looted 
the monastery of Santa Maria 
Nova near the ancient Forum.

new $14-million 
screwworm fly factory in Tuxtla 
Gutierrez, Mexico, which will 
produce sterile male flies to be 
dropped across a 125-mile wide 
isthmus. 


Screwworms 
are 
maggots 
that infest livestock and kill 
them if left untreated. After 
they emerge from eggs laid in 
open wounds, the worms fet'd on 
the living flesh of an animal. 
Humans also can be affected 
"B y limiting the ability of the 
screwworm fly to reproduce, we 
can literally cause this deadly 


screwworm 
fly 
production 
plant, we too are taking a giant 
leap forward for mankind,” 
Butz said. ‘‘It’s not as breath­ 
taking as a victory in space 
2:W.(HN) miles away. But it's just 
as important.” 


It is the nature of the female 
screwworm fly to mate but once 
in her life. By mating with the 
artificially sterilized males, the 
female will lay eggs that do not 
hatch and thus not reproduce a 
new generation of pests. 


Screwworms have been a 
problem in Mexico and the 
southwest United States for 
many years. The sterile fly 
control technique has been used

There’s nothing staid about the grand old game of tennis 
anymore. 


—Politics scored an ace in Philadelphia, where women’s ten­ 
nis teams from the Philippines and Hungary joined those from 
the Soviet Union and Czechoslovakia Wednesday in withdrawing 
from the Federation Cup. 


The Soviet Union and Czechoslovakia, protesting the ap­ 
pearance in Philadelphia of white supremacist countries 
Rhodesia and South Africa, were suspended from the 1977 
Federation Cup and may be fined by the International Lawn 
Tennis Association. No sanctions were announced against the 
Phillipines and Hungary. 


—Romania’s fiery llie Nastase and Australia’s Colin Dibley 
played a different kind of net game, engaging in a shoving 
match in South Orange, N .J., at the Tennis Week Open. No 
punches were thrown. 


“ He’s a peasant,” said Nastase, who eventually won the 
match 6-4, 6-3. 


“ That guy’s got no class at all,” said Dibley. “ I have no res­ 
pect for that guy at all.” 


—The women’s bracket of the Tennis Week Open was to con­ 
tinue today, with Dr. Renee Richards, the transexual who has 
won her first two matches, meeting Kathy Harter in a quarter­ 
final match. 


President Ferdinand Marcos ordered the Philippines team 
home from Philadelphia. “ This action is in keeping with policy 
of the Philippines government in support for the U N. General 
Assembly resolutions on apartheid sports,” a cable from Mar­ 
cos said. 


The Philippines’ withdrawal moved England into the 
quarter-finals, joining Australia, West Germany, Switzerland 
and Denmark in the third round.

It is the nature of the female 
screwworm fly to mate but once 
in her life. By mating with the 
artificially sterilized males, the 
female will lay eggs that do not 
hatch and thus not reproduce a 
new generation of ix'sis. 


Screw w orms have been a 
problem in Mexico and the 
southwest United States for 
many years. The sterile fly 
control technique has been used 


since 19H2 in an attempt to 
create a safety zone along the 
U.S.-Mexico border, but results 
have not txrn wholly successful. 


The plan now is to use the new 
fly factory to produce enough 
sterile male flies to set up 
another line of resistance across 
Ihe 
southern 
isthmus 
of 
Tehuantepec. But officials say it 
will take five to seven years of 
steady aerial fly bombardment 
to make the zone effective. 


“ We’re taking a leap forward 
in a struggle that began before 
the dawn of civilization, the 
battle between insects and man 
for the precious food supply on 
this planet.”

—The women’s bracket of the Tennis Week Open was to con­ 
tinue today, with Dr. Renee Richards, the transexual who has 
won her first two matches, meeting Kathy Harter in a quarter­ 
final match. 


President Ferdinand Marcos ordered the Philippines team 
home from Philadelphia.

A licensed practical nurse and 


an assistant are on duty all day 
five days a week. A doctor 
comes in for two or three hours 
each day. 


And the patients — all 62 or 


older — never see a bill. If the 
cost is not covered by Medicare 
or Medicaid or private in- 
surance, the care is free, un- 
derwritten by the hospital at a 
cost of more than S25,ttw a year. 


The clinics also are open to 


other elderly residents of the 
community. 


Robert A. Hutchison, hospital 


administrator, said that for the 
first time in their lives many of 
these low-income elderly ci- 
tizens have continuity of health 
care. 


Each time they go to a clinic, 


they see the same doctor and 


are treated by him in the hospi- 
tal if necessary, he explained. 


"We're trying to gel away 


from the hard-bench concept," 
he said, referring to long waits 
on emergency room benches to 
see tlie next available doctor. 


The clinics have moved well 


away from that concept. The 
apartment living room is fixed 
up as a brightly decorated 
waiting room. The kitchen, 
separated by a coumer, is the 
office, and the bedroom and 
bathroom are used for examin- 
ing purposes. 


Dr. Frank Yanez, physician at 


one of the clinics, said that the 
inconsistency of previous health 
care received by his mostly La- 
tin-American patients is evident 
in the medications some of them 
arc taking when they first show 
up for treatment there.

the word had been turned into a 
meaningless catch-all term for 
all poor readers. 


But suddenly, in the early 
months of 197K, there came a 
new barrage of newspaper, 
radio. 
TV, 
and 
m aga/ine 
stories, again drawing attention 
to this rare and exotic-sounding 
malady. 


There is indeed an affliction 
called “dyslexia” — (the word 
simply means “ trouble with 
words” ) — but in its true 
nn'dical meaning — an inability 
to read because of a brain lesion 
— it is extremely rare. The 
Michigan 
Reading 
Clinic 
examined more than 30,000 
children who had been labeled 
“dyslexic” and found only two 
who could never learn to read. 
And why couldn’t those two ever 
learn? Undoubtedly they suf- 
fen'd some type of severe brain 
problem but no scientist to date 
has l>een able to say exactly 
what it is. 


Blaming th** nation's growing 
illiteracy on dyslexia is a cruel 
deception. There have been 
others, and there will Ik* more. 


Among today’s lalx'ls and ex­ 
cuses are “ perceptually han­ 
dicapped.” 
“ learning 
disabled,” and “minimal brain 
dysfunction.” (They used to say 
"minimal brain dam age,” but 
you can prove there’s no brain 
damage — how do you disprove 
something 
as 
vague 
and 
undefined as “dysfunction”?) 


There really are. of course, 
some children who are mentally 
retarded, or perceptually han- 
dicapped, or learning disabled, 
or who suffer some sort of brain 


dysfunction.” But to blame 
these relatively rare cases for 
the nation’s reading crisis is to 
blame yesterday’s shower for 
the size of the Pacific Ocean. 


Please, parents: do not accept 
a school’s label for your non­ 
reading child without expert 
medical proof. 


With or without labels, the 
iook-say authorities have never 
lacked excuses for their failure 
to teach reading. Their litera­ 


ture abounds with such cop-outs 
as glandular abnormalities, pi­ 
tuitary disturbances, family in­ 
terrelationships, undescended 
testicles, impoverished home 
lives, too much (or too little) 
television, crowded classrooms, 
teachers who aren’t effective, 
parents who don’t understand, 
and children who are abnormal. 


They never mention the real 
cause: 
look-say doesn’t teach 
children 
to 
read 
but 
to 
memorize the appearance of 
some words and guess at the 
others. 


Perhaps the crudest decep­ 
tion of all, because it is used to 
block 
meaningful 
reading 
reform, is that the look-say 
people have adopted "phonics” 
as their own words. They are 
deceiving millions of parents 
and teachers with their claim, 
"But we do teach phonics.” 


Pressure from the critics has 
indeed 
forced 
look-say 
publishers to make a slight bow 
toward phonics. They advertise 
their “strong phonics” training. 
Their 
books 
“ introduce” 
phonics in the first grade — but, 
far from being strong, that in­ 
troduction 
is 
like 
a 
brief 
handshake with a stranger who 
may never Ik* seen again.

If I were to ask you why you use and serve frozen 


foods, I'd take it for granted that your almost au- 
tomatic answer would be "convenience." "Frozen 
foods" and "convenience foods" are 
virtually 


synonyms to most of us. 
do-it-yourself versions, with 
If you had said "low cost" in 


the 
same 
breath 
as 


"convenience," 
however, I 


would have mentally mocked 
you and promised to produce 
the facts to prove how wrong 
you are. But recent studies are 
disclosing startling computa- 
tions that indicate the prices of 
frozen foods are nearly as low as 
prices

amounts of raw materials and 
vegetables required to produce 
the same number of servings 
from scratch at home. 


Eliminate 
the 
factor of 


quality, a highly personal reac- 
tion anyway; eliminate too the 
value placed on the time the 
cook in your family must spend 
preparing, mixing, blending, 
cooking the ingredients — and 
then cleaning up afterwards. 
Make no allowance for the fact 
that it generally takes more gas 
or electricity to cook raw 
ingredients than it does to warm 
pre-cooked frozen foods, a cost 
factor which matters at today's 
utility rates. Strike out ail con- 
siderations except cost.

Foods, No. 1 in dollar sales in 
the frozen prepared foods field, 
four Banquet fried chicken 
dinners cost $2.36. The eosl of 
an equal weight of ingredients 
came to $2.07, a difference of a 
mere 29 cents. Here's the 
breakdown: 


Start with 15 ounces of 


chicken. Since the average 
chicken yields only 8.2 ounces of 
edible meat per pound, you 
would have to get nearly two 
pounds selling at 75 cents a 
pound at a cost of 11.37. Add 5 
ounces of batter that you'd 
make from half of a Id-ounce 
box casting 39 cents; your cost is 
20 cents. Next come 13.68 ounces 
of potatoes. Since a pound of 
potatoes selling at 20 cents 
yields only 12.8 edible ounces, 
you would be using a little more 
than a pound at a cost of 21 
cents.

Any amount you save by buy- 


ing frozen foods will vanish, 
however, if you do not buy 
wisely or if you mishandle the 
frozen foods so you cannot use 
them. Thus, heed these buying 
tips: 


(1) Before you start on your 


shopping trip, cheek on the 
space available in your home 
freezer or the freezer compart- 
ment of your refrigerator.

(2) Check your daily news- 


paper for frozen food specials; 
substantial savings can be 
achieved on advertised sale 
days.

ping for the end of the trip, so 
you can bring the food directly 
home with no other intervening 
stops. 


(4) Buy everything else on 


your shopping list first, and 
make the freezer cases your last 
stop. Avoid the danger that your 
packages will start thawing 
while you're still pushing your 
cart down the supermarket 
aisles. 


(5) If your market has in- 


sulated bags, ask the checker to 
put your frozen items in them. 
If insulated bags are not availa- 
ble, have all frozen items 
bagged together. They'll keep 
each other cold. 


(6) And when you get home, 


put the frozen foods away im-

Should 
Be Read 
Carefully

NEW YORK (AP) - As TO in 


America become more depen- 
dent on computer-produced 
numbers to tell us the slate of 
the economy, il behooves us 
from time to time to ask ques- 
tions about those numbers. 


If the numbers aren't correct, 


don't we risk making incalula- 
bly bad decisions? In invest- 
ments, in tax policy, in politics? 


As 
with 
any 
numerical 


products, the economic statis- 
tics that guide such decisions 
are only as good as the validity 
of the concepts involved, the 
correctness of techniques, and 
the quality of the raw data to be 
processed. 


With this in mind, a person 


scanning the jobless figures for 
1976 might have reason to pause 
and ponder. These figures, as 
popularly and officially used, 
are seasonally adjusted to offset 
temporary factors. 


If we look at the raw data — 


that is, unadjusted — we find 
that there were 8,174.000 people 
without jobs in January 1976, 
but only 7,577,1*00 without jobs 
in June. 


If we now look at the 


seasonally adjusted data we see 
a different story. In this column 
we find that there were only 
7.290.000 
without 
jobs 
in 


January, 
hut 
there 
were 


7,426,000 unemployed in July. 


Which way did unemployment 


go? Down, as in the raw count, 
or up. as in the seasonally ad- 
justed figures? Do we accept the 
raw count, or instead, the for- 
mulation of (he statisticians? 


The official jobless ra'te is 


based on the adjusted figures. It 
is on this rate that governmen- 
tal decisions are based, and the 
millions of voter and investor 
decisions. 


It is also a rate that, based as 


it is on a somewhat arbitrary 
formula, at best is a good es- 
timate. At the end of the year 
these adjusted figures are often 
revised, which is to say, 
corrected. 


A simple set of numbers in 


the June 1976 issue of the 
Federal Reserve Bulletin also 
offers reason to reflect on sta- 
tistical procedures. It refers to 
expansion in industrial produc- 
tion as an annual percentage. 


From 1946 to 1963, the Fed 


reports, industrial production 
rose at an annual percentage of 
4.2 per cent. And from 1963 to 
1974, 
it states, the annual 


increase was 4.6 per cent. 


But, 
combining the two 


periods the Fed reports that 
from 1MB to 1974 the. annual 
percentage increase in indus- 
trial production was 4.7, a 
conclusion, you may note, that 
is greater than the components. 


Moving on to the Index of 


Leading Indicators, we find 
here one of the most closely 
watched barometers 
of the 


economy — a barometer, not a 
thermometer—it is supposed to 
foretell, rather than measure 
past or present. 


Beginning in late 1970. the in- 


dex continued rising into the 
third quarter of 1974. Relying 
upon it, one economist after 
another forecast a continuation 
of expansion, even as 
the 


economy was falling apart. 


Even the president of the 


United States was fooled or, to 
put it more accurately, his 
economic advisers were fooled. 


These 
embarassed 


economists were just too trust- 
ing. Pierre Reinfret, the con- 
sulting economist, was too 
perplexed to let the matter rest 
and he thereby avoided some of 
the 
pits 
into 
which 
his 


colleagues fell. 


Examining 
the 
figures, 


Rinfret concluded that the 
problem had to be with the con- 
cept. Most of the numbers in the 
index, he observed, were in 
value terms, such as the value 
of new construction. 


This being so. obviously the 


index was inflated as badly as 
tlie dollar which was used to 
measure its components. The 
index was rising, and pointing 
to further expansion, because 
prices for everything were ris- 
ing.

Delay At Midland 
Will Be Appealed 


JACKSON, Mich. (AP) — Consumers Power Co. will appeal to 
the U.S. Supreme Court a lower court decision ordering new 
Iiearings on the construction license the utility is seeking for its 
Midland Nuclear plant. A company spokesman said Wednesday 
Consumers also will seek a delay of the new hearing order until the 
Supreme Court can make a decision on the appeal. The federal 
Nuclear Regulatory Commission will join the utility in seeking the 
delay, the spokesman said. A federal appeals court ruled last 
month that new hearings must be held to reconsider several items 
before further construction at the plant can continue. Those items 
include disposal of nuclear wastes, energy' conservation, and the 
need for steam from the plant at nearby Dow Chemical Co. The 
court also wants clarification of a statement made by the advisory 
committee on reactor safeguards. Consumers Midland District 
Manager Wayne McDonald said the utility will ask the high court 
to rule whether the appellate panel acted within its jurisdiction in 
ordering new hearings. On Wednesday, Consumers took its 
Palisades Nuclear Plant at South Haven out of operation for 24 
hours, officials said, to conduct tests on the unit’s condenser.
